The Currency Question. 


E d i t o r 
H k k a i .d : — The» ciim*iu*,v 
question, in ¡Is nppliuition to Calilor- 
ii in, can not fail to engross a large 
sitare ot tlie labors of the Legislature 
at (lie com ing session. 
T he will of 
tin* people should lie m ade clearly 
manifest in advance, so that our so- 
lo n s m ay have no uncertain iiglit to 
guide them . 
'I'lte great body of the pro/tie de­ 
mand relief from th e merciless ex­ 
actions of a m oney system which ex­ 
cludes capital from abroad, imposes 
an 
exorbitant 
rate of interest, and 
controls tlte business of th e State to 
the injury of all th e ir interests. 
It is patent that, on th is (piestion, 
the people are divided into two classes. 
Arrayed on one side art* th e hankers, 
brokers, capitalists and all other in 
their interests. 
On the other side, are 
the agriculturists, mechanics, laborers 
and all others in their interests. 
The 
former bitterly oppose the introduction 
of our national currency and banking 
system, realli/ because it will add 
largely to the volum e of circulation, 
bring in capital from o th er States, 
lead to the establishm ent of national 
banks, reduce th e rates of interest and, 
generally, unsettle, if not entirely de­ 
stroy the great moneyed monopoly 
w hich mrtix the State financially and 
politically. 
The latter perversely insist that leg­ 
islation, banking, a high rate of in ter­ 
est and a despotic control of the com ­ 
merce and business of the State, have 
ail been enjoyed long enough by the 
other side; and now they must have a 
little legislation in their behalf, and. 
at east, a brief respite from the des­ 
potism of the money power. 
Ostensibly, th e former íiisínI that 
the national currency is unsound; that 
no currency should not be tolerated 
unless convertible intogohl, the stan d­ 
ard by which all values are measured. 
Hut is the national currency in fact 
unsound? 
It is difficult to tell w h at 
intrinsic value there is in gold, aside 
from its use as a purcnasing power. 
It owes its position as a standard of 
value to legislation and custom. W h a t 
is there behind the national currency 
(o give ¡I value? 1st. It is the promise 
of the governm ent, and the govcn- 
m ent is bound to redeem it sooner or 
later. 
It has, therefore, th e security 
of a stable governm ent w hich secures 
to it a value. 
2d. It has Federal and 
State legislation in its aid, by which 
it is m ade a legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, except customs. 
3d. It has the endorsement of the peo­ 
ple-and, by com m on consent, all the 
business of the United States, except 
the Facilic Coast, is done on a govern­ 
ment currency basis. 
So far, then, as 
we are concerned, greenbacks have all 
the elem ents that give value to gold 
as a purchasing medium. Therefore, I 
assume that it cannot lie said th a t our 
national currency is unsound. 
True, 
it cannot be converted into gold e x ­ 
cept a-t a discount. 
U nfortunately for 
forty m illions of people, a few u n p rin ­ 
cipled m oney gam blers in W all street 
without “ rhym e or reason” put gold 
up to tw enty one day, and dow n to ten 
the next, and the people have to sub­ 
mit! 
it would lie a happy consum m a­ 
tion if some w ay could be devised, 
law fnlli/, to send all such gam blers to 
the happy hunting grounds w ith ('apt. 
Jack. 
W ith the exception of this coast, 
gold does not enter into circulation in 
th e business of the United States. 
It 
has practically ceased to be money and 
become an article of comm erce to lie 
bought and sold in the m aket like 
iron and copper. 
Currency 
is, 
therefore, the only 
money, and as it has for all pur]roses, 
except customs, the value of gold, how 
can it he stjltl to be unsound? 
All bus­ 
iness has adjusted itself to th e money 
used in transacting i t ; and for all or­ 
dinary uses it is a sound currency, se­ 
cured by th e w ealth of th e govern­ 
m ent, and a currency w hich cannot 
fail w ithout the wreck of ou r in stitu­ 
tions. 
W hat would lie th e effect, of the in­ 
troduction of tin* national currency 
into tins State? 
Undoubtedly, gold 
would gradually cease to be used, e x ­ 
cept for customs, and the bulk of it 
would Hud its w ay to the great gold 
m art of th e continent, w here its de­ 
m and for custom duties would lie most 
needed. 
W e would then have a cir­ 
culating m edium composed entirely 
of national currency. 
Of course the 
transition from the one to the other 
Itere, would necessarily be slow and 
in proportion to the influx of currency; 
and this would continue until the. 
point «if equipoise should be reached. 
This transition would have a tendency 
to d«*range our business som ew hat; 
but I cannot im agine any disaster af­ 
fecting the general public would fol­ 
low. 
On the other hand, m ay we not, w ith 
some confidence, take another view of 
the question so far as it relates to the 
equalization of gold and currency, and 
(In* effect of the introduction here of 
the latter. 
The adoption of currency 
on this «-oast, as I have stated, would 
add to the bulk of gold an an article 
nf commerce, (and not us m oney) say 
til'ty millions. 
The addition of th a t 
am ount of comm erce gold would at 
once and inevitably reduce its value 
us compared w ith currency, probably 
to a nom inal prem ium . 
W hen that 
point shall be attained, th e govern­ 
m ent and governm ent bunks could 
then well resum e spe<de paym ent, and 
tile equipoise would be leached. 
T hen the locked up gold would float 
out into the great channels of business, 
reviving a drooping commerce, stim u ­ 
lating new private and public e n ter­ 
prises, and bringing about an era of 
general afid substantial prosperity. 
The very m om ent California au- 
thoritively adopts the national curren­ 
cy as a basis, tin* effect on th e value of 
g/i<l would lie instantly anticipated, 
a n d a close approxim ation, if not an 
equality, readied a t once. 
In th a t 
event the transition would lie h a r­ 
monious; and 
the 
treble blessings 
devoutly to lie wlshe)l--theequalization 
of gold and currency, resum ption of 


specie payment and (la* increase in 
(lie volume of money 
would follow to 
revive and prosper us. 
Thus California m ay become the 
means of enabling the governm ent to 
redeem its faith, of bringing gold 
notes to a com m on standard and in­ 
augurating an era of general good to 
the whole nation.

Pennsylvania and the Railroads. 


A constitutional convention is now 
in session in Pemmylanla. Several 
amendments to its constitution are 
proposed, which, if adopted as a part 
of the organic law, will effect radical 
and sweeping changes. These amend­ 
ments declare that all canals and rail­ 
roads in the State are public highways, 
free to all persons to use them on equal 
terms, according to fixed rules and 
rates, without invidious discrimina­ 
tion, and subject to the general laws. 
Any individual partnership or corpo­ 
ration may construct and oi*emte a 
railroad or canal in Pennsylvania, sub­ 
ject only to the condition of paying rea­ 
sonable eonipensation for public or pri­ 
vate property used, injured or destroy­ 
ed. Any railroad may intersect and 
connect with any other railroad, and 
may pass its cars, empty or loaded, 
over such other railroad, and no dis­ 
crimination shall be made in passen­ 
ger or freight tolls, and tariffs on per­ 
sons or property, passing from one 
íailm ad to another,and no unnecessary 
delay interposed in the forwarding of 
such persons and property to their des­ 
tination. 
Transportation companies 
and their lessees and managers are pro­ 
hibited from owning, leasing or eon-' 
^ 
trolling competing lines, and the ques­ 
tion as to whether railroads or cunals 
are parallel or com)>eting lines shall 
always be decided by a jury in a trial 
according to the course of the common 
law. All railroads, canals and joint 
stock companies shall forever he sub­ 
ject to taxation, and the power to tax 
the same shall not be surrendered or 
suspended by any contract or grant to 
which the State shall be a j»arty. 
Railroad companies doing business 
ascommon carriers are prohibited from 
engaging, directly or indirectly, in 
m ining or manufacturing articles for 
transportation. 
They shall not ac­ 
quire any lands, except such as may 
be necessa-y for the business of com­ 
mon carrying. 
But any m ining or 
manufacturing company may carry 
the products of its mines and manu­ 
factories on its railroad or canal not 
exceeding fifty miles in length. No 
corporation shall issue stocks or bonds 
except for money, labor or property 
actually received; and all fictitious in­ 
crease of stock or indebtedness shall 
be void; the stock and indebtedness of 
corporations shall not be increased ex­ 
cept in pursuance of general law, nor 
without the consent of the persons 
holding the larger amount in value of 
the stock first obtained, at a meeting 
of which sixty days’ notice shall be 
given. No street railroad shall be con­ 
structed without the consent of the 
local authorities. Free passes, except 
for officers and employes of a compa­ 
ny, are prohibited. The Legislature 
is authorized to adopt suitable regula- 
lations, in accordance with the funda­ 
mental principles of the Constitution. 
The laws and regulations are to be 
general, and special legislation and 
grants are absolutely prohibited. The 
Secretary of Internal affairs of Penn­ 
sylvania is invested with a general 
supervision of railroad and canals, and 
charged with the administration of all 
laws in relation to them. 
Let our Assemblymen and Henators 
ponder these questions deeply. 
They 
may not all be the best—they proba­ 
bly are not; but there certainly is a 
vast improvement over the system 
that has been in this and in fact all 
other States. The coming legisla­ 
tors will be called upon to do some* 
thing in this direction for California. 
Let them be prepared to do it, and do 
it well.

IRRIG ATIO N. 


A ddress hy J o h n T . G a r ló n . 


Although irrigation in its practical 
results is a novelty to a majority of 
the people of the i nitial States, it has, 
nevertheless, been employed to a very 
considerable extent in some of the 
European States,and in Egypt and In­ 
dia from time immemorial. 
The question of increasing the water 
supply for agricultural purposes in 
this county, is one of vast magnitude 
and of paramount impoi laiiee to its 
future well-being. 
Were it determin­ 
ed that an increase of water for agri­ 
culture was impracticable, the conclu­ 
sión would naturally follow that the 
county Had nearly attained the maxi­ 
mum of population capable of iniiln- 
taininga livelihood within itsextended 
limits, and tlmt the immense area of 
unoccupied land, though inexhausti­ 
ble in fertility, with a climate unsur­ 
passed on the face of the globe, would 
forever remain an arid waste. 
in considering this subject tin* fol­ 
lowing inquiries arise: 
1st. ( ’an an increase of water for 
this purpose la* secured? 
2d. If so, is it practicable 
in an 
economical point of view; will it pay; 
will tin* benefit resulting justify the 
expenditure in its behalf? 
;j(|. Can it he accomplished? 
4th. Who, or by what agency shall 
it be accomplished? 
5th. What preliminary steps may he 
necessary before undertaking the en­ 
terprise?" 
To the first inquiry it is safe to reply 
that the amount of water for irriga­ 
tion in Lis Angeles county can he in­ 
creased almost indefinitely, 
indeed, 
some well informed writers who have 
studied the subject of irrigation in all 
its varied bearings, Imve expressed the 
opinion tluit “There is scarcely a farm 
in tin* United States hut is susceptible 
of irrigation in some way or other.” 
In reference to the second inquiry 
whether it is practicable or will pay, 
the experience of the various systems 
now in vogue in other countries and 
our own States and Territories, justi­ 
fies the belief that the benefits and 
enhanced values would he equally if 
not mol e apparent were a general sys­ 
tem of irrigation adopted 
in this 
county. 
Land in the little valley of San An­ 
tonio, Texas, under irrigation is worth 
from $2<H) to SHOO per acre, while land 
of equal fertility, not more than a 
stone’s throw from the irrigable lands, 
is only worth $5 per acre. 
A great portion of the land com­ 
manded by irrigating systems in Eu­ 
rope, is worth from $l,ooo to $2,inni per 
acre, while tiie less fortunate adjacent 
land is not worth more than $lontn$2no 
per aere. Most of the now irrigable 
lands in this county possess now mere­ 
ly a nominal value; whereas; if they 
were brought under a copious system 
of irrigation they would he worth 
from $25 to $100 per acre; these ligures 
would increase from year to year, con­ 
sequent upon the influx of population, 
oom]*osed of thrifty and intelligent 
husbandmen. 
In the same ratio that 
the water supply is increased, so will 
be the increase of populat ion. 
If tiie 
present head of water is increased ten 
fold, or an hundred fold,it would prove 
no delusion to expect our population 
to increase in the same relative pro- 
]K>rtion. 
The third inquiry involves the most 
absorbing consideration, tin* gist of 
investigation. None of the systems 
of irrigation now in practical opera­ 
tion, with which we are 
familiar, 
would meet the necessities of Eos An­ 
geles county and other counties inUal- 
ifornia similarly situated. 
The present 
system s 
of 
irri­ 
gation 
are employed in 
utilizing 
tiie waters of never failing streams, 
and the melting snows that clothe the 
ranges in higher latitudes. 
We have 
not these sources to draw u|h>ii. 
Our 
running streamlets arc few, and ever 
fai/int/ in the critical moment of agri­ 
cultural necessity. 
No snow hanks 
gather in the winter season u|k>u our 
mountain peaks to descend in refresh­ 
ing streams over our thirsty plains in 
the summer solstice. 
The increased supply of water in this 
locality must he uruwn from below 
by artesian wells and suction pumps, or 
secured from that which 
descends 
from above in the rainy season, and 
held it in reserve for use in tHu dry 
season. The relative merits of the 
two sources are apparent to the most 
casual observer—the former is limited, 
expensive and uncertain—the latter is 
abundant, comparatively inexpensive 
anil reliable. 
The water shed of our mountains 
is unlimited, in many of tiie canyons 
penetrutjng tiie mountain ranges for 
miles, may lie found extensive basins, 
with narrow outlets formed by the 
contraction of the sides of the can­ 
yons, and covered hy extensive water 
siieds. 
Across tiie narrow outlets, 
dams may lie constructed—the ma­ 
terial, timber and stone is at hand— 
the water collected in these basins, 
will lie protected from evajiomtiuii in 
a great degree hy the shadow of the 
mountains. 
In many places along 
the foothills, are deep ravines thut 
may be appropriated as reservoirs by 
throwing a dam across the entrance." 
In other localities, where nature bus 
withheld her liundiwork, reservoirs 
can be constructed—then, by cutting 
canals leading from canons to a suc­ 
cession of ravines—the waters that are 
rushing along in the wet season to 
mingle with the briny deep, may lie 
led into tin* reservoirs prepared for 
them, and there remain until tHo need 
of agriculture calls lor it. 
Of course, there are difficulties to he 
met and overcome in the accomplish­ 
ment of these ends; hut all obstacles, 
however great, succumb at the com­ 
mand of tiie skilful engineer of the 
present day. 
Pertinent to the efficiency of reser­ 
voirs, an individual case may he re­ 
ferred to. 
A Mr. Kronig, residing 
near Fort Union, came to the conclu­ 
sion, from His own observation, that 
tiie rain-full along tiie base of tin* 
mountains was quite sufficient to sup­ 
ply artificial reservoirs, from which 
tracts of land could he successfully irri­ 
gated. 
Disregarding the chances of a 
costly failure, lie set to work, and lias 
formed on tiie open plain two or three 
lakes, or reservoirs, from which lie 
now irrigates 2,500 acres of land. The 
result of this experiment is, Mr. K. 
now lias a model farm, with groves 
and avenues of young trees all thriv­ 
ing beautifully, in a place tlmt was 
deemed but a few years hack Hut as a 
desert place. 
If so much could be effected by in­ 
dividual eff'ort, what might not lie an­ 
ticipated from associated enterprise? 
If the mining interests can la* ad­ 
vanced hy means of reservoirs, surely 
those of agrirullurc can be promoted 
by the sume means. 
In Nevada coun­ 
ty, says the Tnuueript, there are 
seven very large reservoirs, used for 
storing the Mater tlmt tails in tHu 
winter for use in m ining during tiie 
hot summer days. 
The dum of the 
Eureka Lake Go. is t»2 feet high and 
27(1 feet long, that causes the wuter to 
spread over 880 acres of land, retaining 
in tin* reservoir (tiO,(MX),OUO cubic feet 
of water. 
The Hownmii dam, belonging In the 


Tforth TTlootnfleld Grave! Mining Co.T 
is now “2 feet high and 310 loet long. 
The reservoir created by it covers a sur­ 
face of .'{(III acres, holding 443.000,000 
cubic feet of water. This dam is to lie 
made 00 feet high and375 feet long,and 
will contain 800,000.(100 cubic feet of 
w iter. There are other reservoirs in 
(lie same vicinity, of like dimensions 
and capacity. 
The fourth inquiry looks to the agen­ 
cy by which I His work is to lie accom­ 
plished. 
ft must he wrought out hy 
one of these 
instrumentalities—the 
Stale, county, or private corporations. 
There seems'to lie no valid reason why 
the State should not .devise a grand 
system of irrigation, as a measure of 
State policy, 
it' it he proper for the 
State to adopt measures to redeem the 
swamp lands from their superabund­ 
ant moisture, and render them availa­ 
ble for agriculture, assuredly the same 
principles carry an increased force 
when applied to measures for impart­ 
ing additional moisture to the over­ 
dry lands. Tliis (joint presents a fruit­ 
ful theme for extended argument, 
which time and space will not permit 
to he indulged in in this report. 
Should the State decline toiulopt tin* 
policy, the next instrument that may 
he employed is the county, in its corpo­ 
rate capacity. 
If there is no iinpro- 
pricty or valid objection to the county 
constructing highways, bridges, etc., 
and furnishing the sinews of war for 
gigantic railroad corporations, that 
may, perhaps, provea burden rather 
than a blessing to tiie people, with 
what consistency can objections la* 
urged against the eountv employing 
the means todevolopc and increase the 
wuter supply for agricultural pursuits, 
that will insure untold benefits, caus­ 
ing her wide wastes to be densely j»op- 
ulated, and her desert places to “bloom 
and blossom as the rose?” 
The next and dernier resort is an 
agency of private corporations, from 
the tender mercies of whom may the 
Good Being deliver the agricultural 
interests of I ais Angeles county! 
The fifth and last inquiry that will 
claim notice in this connection: What 
preliminary steps may he requisite be­ 
fore embarking in (lie enterprise? 
It maybe necessary to get the con­ 
sent of "the U. S. Government to con­ 
struct reservoirs and cut canals and 
ditches on the public domain. 
It will 
he proper to have nil Act passed by 
the Legislature of California, author­ 
izing the condemnation of the rights of 
private land-holders for tlie same pur­ 
pose. For the county to carry on the 
work it will bo proper for the Legisla­ 
ture to adopt a law authorizing the 
county to act in the matter. 
Much more might he said in support 
of the momentous question referred to 
the special committee; yet this report, 
containing only suggestions without 
elaboration, has grown toil length tlmt 
forbids further enlargement at present. 
Auxiliary to the question above, is 
a consideration of tin* proper manner 
of distributing the present water sup­ 
ply among the beneficiaries. The law 
should ileilne tin* riglits of parties. The 
water committees of townships should 
exercise 110 judicial functions; their 
power should hi* limited to laying out 
and repairing ditches. 
The water of all running streams, 
except such as rise and have a well- 
defined head or source on private land, 
should be declared public property, 
and devoted to agricultural interests. 
The same rule to apply to tin* water 
of a stream rising on private land 
after it passes beyond said private 
land limits, 
i'rivatc improvements that have 
been nmdirby virtue of a long dedica­ 
tion of the use uf the water of any 
running streams, thus declared pub­ 
lic, sustaining damages thereby, shall 
he 
fully 
compensated, 
when 
the 
ninnunt of damage is ascertained hy 
disinterested appraisers. 
State 
and 
County 
Water Com­ 
missioners 
should lie elected in the 
same manner as Superintendents of 
Public Instruction are, and their du­ 
ties clearly defined.

Burglary and Bonds. 
A most singular caso of burglary 
and somnambulism has just occurred at 
Oyster if ay, in which Mr. Charles J. 
Chipp, Justice of the Peace, is the 
loser to the extent of nearly $15,000. 
The history ot this extraordinary case 
is as follows: Mr. Chipp, a gentleman 
wtio has retired on a moderate income, 
and who holds the office of Justice 
merely for the honor of the thing, no 
revenue being derived from it, has spe­ 
culated» little during the past summer 
with $15,000 or $1(5,000 worth of I’nited 
States bonds, and by watching the 
market closely has made a good protit 
on several occasions. As ho was con­ 
tinually operating with the bonds, 
he kept them at his own house, locked 
up in a tin cash-box, the box being 
also locked up in a “secretary." The 
last operation executed by Mr. Chipp 
was during the first week in July, and 
as the market had settled down and 
become steady again, lie recently de­ 
termined that hi' would take his bonds 
to New York and have them deposit­ 
ed in a safe place. 
In carrying out this resolve he was 
too slow, as events have proven. On 
AVendnesday last Justice Chipp went 
to New York, but not to dejsisit his 
bonds. He remained in the city over 
night, and on Wednesday evening he 
attended the 1'nion .Square Theater, 
where lie saw the play of “ Micawber.” 
That night he stayed with a relative. 
In the middle of the night he had a 
dream and suddenly found himself 
standing in the middle of the room 
in a state of great excitement. His 
relative, who slept in the next room, 
was awakened by the noise, but after 
a short time Mr. Chipp returned to lied 
and slept till morning. He returned 
to Oyster Hay on Thursday, and was 
seen around the village conversing 
with citizens as cheerfully as ever. 
That night lie had the same dream 
over again, and early in the morning 
he jumped out of bed in his sleep and 
gras]K‘d his wife’s arm so hard that 
she screamed, she having risen before 
him.On awakening lie said he had had a 
dream, and endeavored to laugh it off' 
and think no more about it. When 
the family assembled at breakfast 
time, Mr. Chipp was about to relate 
his dream, when his daughter spoke 
up and jokingly reminded him of the 
saying which said dreams told before 
breakfast come to pass in reality. The 
same day Mr. Chipp invited his 
daughter Fanny to sit down and play 
a game of backgammon. Before they 
began the dream was thought of 
again, and Mr. Chipp was asked to 
relate it. At the same moment the 
daughter sjioke, and asked her father 
if lie knew the secretary was open. 
He replied that he did not, and imme­ 
diately went to look at it. Before 
opening the cover, lie had a present­ 
iment of just what he was going to see. 
The cash-box was locked as if it hail 
not been disturbed, but on opening it 
upwards of $14,OffO Government bonds 
were missing. Close by were Slffrt in 
curreney ami two $50 bonds, none of 
which had been touched. On making 
this startling discovery Mr. Chipp 
said very little, and thus far has not 
given notice to any detective official. 
The bonds were of the series of 1867, 
There were thirteen $1,000 bonds and 
a few of smaller denominotion. 
The loser had not kept their num­ 
bers, owing to the fact of his buying 
and selling so often. The next mys­ 
tery was how could anyone have got 
into the house and stolen the bonds. 
Mr. Chipp has three dogs, one an im­ 
mense Newfoundland, which always 
sleeps at the door; a Skye terrier, 
which sleeps in the sitting room, and 
which is always ready to sound the 
alarm; and a white Spitz, which 
sleeps on the mat at Mr. Chipp’s bed­ 
room door, and wheh always gets up 
and walks into the room if any noise 
is heard. The keys of both the secre­ 
tary and cash-box were in Air. Chipp’s 
pantaloons pocket. There were no 
marks indicating that the locks had 
been picked. The cash-box has a 
spring lock which catches when the 
cover falls. As stated before, the secre­ 
tary was left unlocked. Thus far no 
clue whatever has been obtained show­ 
ing how the burglary was committed. 
Justice Chipp lives in a very old but 
respectable frame house, about a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the village. The 
house is in a very wild and romantic- 
looking place, on a narrow road lead­ 
ing south from tiie village, called 
Chippewa avenue, 
and formerly 
known as “Coon Lane.” The trees 
are so large and thick that they en­ 
tirely cover the roadway, and looking 
up this lane from the main road lead­ 
ing towards Huntington it seems to 
convey the traveller into the midst of 
a dense forest. From the west side of 
the road rises a steep range of hills, 
and it is upon those that the old house 
stands, almost lost among the dense 
covering of oaks and maples. 
Mr. 
Chipp’s dream in New York was that 
he returned home, and on opening his 
safe found his bonds and securities 
gone in the same manner that Criah 
Heep makes the discovery in the play 
which the dreamer had witnessed that 
evening. 


The Crop Prospect. 
The gratifying intelligence has been 
obtained from the Department of Ag­ 
riculture that the aggregated crop of 
wheat in the United ¡States this vear 
is larger than in 1K72, and that* the 
quality is generally superior. The de­ 
tails of the prospect in different sec­ 
tions will prove interesting both to the 
lieople of these sections and the mer­ 
chants, who will know where they can 
best make purchases; but the’ fact 
above stated of the general prospect 
will interest the whole country. The 
yield per acre is about the same on the 
whole as last year, but the area under 
cultivation is much larger. This, of 
course, will furnish a greater supplv 
forthe market. In the cultivation anil 
quality of the crop in Minnesota, Wis­ 
consin, Missouri, Kansas, Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania and New Jersey then* is de­ 
cided improvement. Illinois and Mich­ 
igan will have an average yield. Cal­ 
ifornia and Indiana are less favored. 
The Southern States fail of makingan 
average crop. That is to be accounted 
for, probably, by more of the soil and 
labor being devoted to growing cotton. 
The Department makes a very usefui 
remark that where the grain is dete­ 
riorated or deficient in yield it is gen­ 
erally owing to careless hushandrv, 
and that the records of skillful culture 
show that, in many oases, the yield 
has lieen double. Education in farm­ 
ing, then, brings its reward. In view 
of the short crops in Europe and the 
demand there will lie for our bread- 
stuffs, the financial difficulties of the 
country are likely to find relief from 
our agricultural prospects and re­ 
sources.— [N. Y. Herald, Sept. 25. 
Kern River is lower at the present 
time than it has been known for several 
years. This is another of the many 
signs that we will have more thsn 
enough ruin the corning rainy season. 


Shipwreck and Suffering. 
[From tli<* Bermudian, Kept. 17.] 
Yesterday morning Captain Carroll, 
of the British brigantine Hound, of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, with hisnfflccrs 
anda portion of his crew, was landed 
from the brigantine Harp, the former 
vessel having been dismantlednnd wa­ 
terlogged during tin* late terrible hur­ 
ricane. 
«OLKKVI, TALK OK sl'KKKKINU AM» 
«BATH. 
Captain Carroll reports that the 
Hound left Halifax on the 7th of Au­ 
gust for St. John's, Porto Rico, with a 
general cargo and a deckload of lum­ 
ber. Nothing of moment occurred du­ 
ring the voyage until the Wfch, when 
a dreadful hurricane was experienced 
in latitude 14°, longitude (5.!° ¡III'. Du­ 
ring the hurricane on that day the ship 
was thrown on her beam ends by a 
heavy sea, which swept away the deck­ 
load, water-casks, galleys, etc.; burst 
up the hatches—in fact cleared the 
deck, and it was necessary to cut awav 
the spurs to insure the safety of the 
crew. When she righted she was found 
to be waterlogged. 
The steward who was in the cabin 
when tin* vessel was thrown down, 
was drowned by the water rushing in 
before lie could escape. 
The vessel was under water to her 
rail, and all hands were compelled to 
remain in the house, being deprived 
of all necessaries of life and having 
nothing to eat but salt pork. Outlie 
“d of September one of the seamen 
died of exhaustion. They had then 
been on tin* wreck fifteen days. 
On the 4th inst. the brigantine Harp 
bore down on them and 
HKSCt'KU TUB Sl’KVIVORS, 
the master, first and second mates and 
three seamen, from their dreadful 
situation. 
On the 8th inst. the chiefofficer, Mr. 
Connelly, died from the effects oi ex- 
jHisure and privation. 


K K K D1X O ON A S H A R K . 
From the time of the disaster to the 
time of the rescue by the Harp, those 
unfortuate mariners had heenon top of 
the vessel’s house seventeen days, 
and during that time had experienced 
every suffering short of death. Tin* 
provision on which they were forced 
to subsist only served to aggravate 
their sufferings, and they were driven 
to tiie most desperate resources to 
satisfy their burning thirst. During 
the time a shark was caught audits 
blood was eagerly drunk, and its 
heart, etc., divided equally, and rav­ 
enously devoured. This is but a single 
incident—and iiad not the Harp rescued 
them when she did they must have 
all died a horrible death. 
Yesterday morning Captain Carroll, 
his second mate and three seamen, in 
a very weak and wretched condition, 
were landed here and taken in charge 
bv the representatives of the Hoard of 
Trade. 


Funeralsand Marriages Among Indians. 
The funeral service of some Indians 
is very religious and very solemn. 
Among the Indians of the Cay use 
country, w hen a man dies, his favorite 
horse is led up to witness his death, 
and afterwards tin* horse is bled to 
death, and the skin put on poles over 
the grave, in the belief that the spirit 
of the horse will accompany the spirit 
of the deceased. Another singular cus­ 
tom is tin* habit of mourning. Mourn­ 
ers are hired, especially on the high 
plains between tin* Sierra and Rocky 
mountains, and the districts in which 
they are hired are well defined; and 
after a funeral, men are sent round to 
see whether tin* mourning has been 
faithfully performed. For children, 
twigs are broken after death; and for 
adults, the tops of trees, lo to 15 feet in 
height, are bent. So severely are the 
obligations of mourning .regarded, that 
lawsuits arise when it is suppised the 
rites have not been properly executed. 
The services, indeed, are regarded as 
indispensable. 
In the marriage contract, position 
and wealth appear alone to be consid­ 
ered. Nearly all the young women are 
the wives of old men, because the old 
men have the money to pay for them. 
Remonstrance on tin* part of a young 
woman is out of the question, because 
she is threatened constantly with the 
spirit of her father. Young men all 
over the country have old wives. A 
poor young man has not 50 horses, and 
lie must take an old woman. He ac­ 
cepts the situation and marries an old 
woman; but becoming rich be takes to 
himself a young woman. Folygamy 
¡sallowed, and the Indians give many 
reasons why it should lie allowed. 
They say that in the spirit land wo­ 
men are very small; that they are 
scarcely grown at all; that one man is 
so much greater than a woman that lie 
can take care of several female spirits; 
that ill this life he requires one to keep 
house, another to do hunting, and an­ 
other to dig roots. Then the women 
themselves are opposed to any change, 
and opposed to tiie idea of marrying 
unless they are bought.
